Editorial From The New York Times, July 2nd, 1941 


OF ALL THE roles that Hitler hag chosen to play, for the 
sole purpose of getting what he wants from a creduluus world, none is 
moré fantastic that this present role of White Knight leading the civil- 
ized people of Europe on a holy crusade against Bolshevism. The stage 
is being set for this spectacle by diligent Nazi propaganda, France, 
Spain and other nations are being invited, or commanded, to send 
token forces to this “holy war”. Hitler, the erstwhile pal of Stalin, is 
being clothed with gleaming armor, and heralded, with loud blasts 
from Goebbels's trumpet, as the savior of mankind from the dark 
forces of communist destruction. 


The fraudulence of this whole manoeuvre can be demon- 
strated by two simple tests. In the first place, let any American who 
is now tempted to regard Hitler as a crusader against Bolshevism ask 
himself who invited Bolshevism into Central Europe. Who made the 
pact of August, 19397 Who conspired with Stalin to destroy Poland, 
the best bulwark against the western spread of Russian influence? 
Who, if not Hitler? And in the second place, still more important, let 
the same American ask himself what real difference there is, anyway, 
between the Bolshevist system of Stalin and the eNational Socialist 
system of Hitler. Both are demonstrated enemies of established religion. 
Both demand worship of the state, headed by a supreme “Leader” who 
becomes essentiallya god. Both permit not the slightest deviation from 
a party “line,” under threat of excommunication or extermination. 
Both suppress minority opinion by such methods as star-chamber trials, 
torture, concentration camps and secret murder. Both treat human 
rights as non-existent and make human beings the mere slaves of an 
all-powerful and self-perpetuating oligrachy. What difference, can 
it make to the churchman or the business man or the workingman or 
the farmer whether he is ruled by Bolshevism or by National Social- 
ism? What vital difference, from our point of view, exists between; 
the two at bottom: except that the one (German) is in much better/ 
pesition at this moment than the other (Russian) to attack Britain 
and break down the defences of our Western World? 


The purpose of this flood of Goebbels-created propaganda, 
picturing Hitler as the White Knight of Christendom, is plain enough. 
This purpose is to divide our counsels and to paralyze our will, We 
ought not let-ourselves be fooled at so critical a moment by a strategy 
so obvious, This is. the. time,to give our ships the protection of our 
Navy and to throw into the Western Front, on Britain's side, every 
plane that we can spare.

Demonstration Plots 

Two weeks ago, in this column, the 
importance of regular visits to ex- 
perimental farms and stations was 
stressed. Farmers and others unable 
to visit government institutions or to 
spend time enough to become famil- 
jar with various crops and varieties 
will be interested in the plots now 
being grown by grain buyers of 
elevator companies associated with 
this department. 

Three hundred and sixty plots, 
each containing either 40 or 50 
varieties, have been sown and are 
being maintained by grain buyers in 
the three prairie provinces, The 
plots with 40 varieties consist of 
annual crops only. Those with 50 
contain, in addition to annual crops, 
alfalfa, sweet clover, brome grass, 
crested wheat grass, etc. 

In order to secure the greatest pro- 
fit.from crops, it is necessary to grow 
pure stocks of approved varieties. It 
is impossible to do this without first 
becoming familiar with the charac- 
teristics and adaptations of all 
varieties likely to be found as crops 
or as mixtures, In addition to small 
grains and well-known forage crops, 
varieties of corn, sorghum, sun- 
flowers and soya beans have been 
included, Literature dealing with the 
characteristics of all varieties may 
be obtained from the buyers in 
charge or from this office. These 
plots will have a special! appeal for 
school classes and junior clubs. 

A large green sign beside the road 
is. an invitation to improve your 
knowledge of farm crops. If you do 
not know where to find the nearest 
plot, enquire from the Agricultural 
Department, The North-West Line
